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My  list  this  year  retains  only  the  best  of  the 
many  modern  irises  that  have  been  introduced 
within  the  past  five  years  and  some  of  the  fine 
old  varieties  of  previous  introduction,  that  still 
retain  favor  in  the  gardens  of  discriminate  iris 
lovers. 

I  am  cataloguing  this  year  for  the  first  time 
two  new  Irises  of  great  merit;  one  from  Professor 
John  E.  Hill,  a  red  violet  self  that  was  given  H.  M. 
last  June,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  irises  of  its 
color  I  have  seen.  He  has  named  this  lovely  iris 
“Aboro.” 

The  other  is  Mr.  Lapham’s  “M.  A.  PORTER'’ 
another  dark  purple,  even  a  darker  tone  than 
Gaudichau  of  which  it  is  a  seedling.  A  visitor  to 
my  gardens  last  June  said  “I  think  this  iris  is  as 
OUTSTANDING  as  is  Sir  Michael.”  They  were 
planted  side  by  side. 

Visitors  to  my  Gardens  will  find  many  new 
varieties  this  year,  all  of  them  interesting,  but 
not  all  of  them  will  find  a  place  in  my  1932  Cat¬ 
alog.  There  are  too  many  varieties  being  intro¬ 
duced  these  days,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  so 
many  breeders  engaged  in  the  pastime  of  hybrid- 
dizing  this  beautiful  flower,  and  so  many  of  them 
not  conversant  with  the  newer  things,  that  it  is 
hard  to  know  just  what  to  buy,  and  what  to  rec¬ 
ommend,  and  so  I  find  it  is  better  to  wait  until  a 
variety  has  bloomed  in  my  own  garden  before  I 
catalog  it.  I  hope  to  have  in  bloom  this  June  some 
of  the  famous  new  irises  of  recent  favorable  com¬ 
ment;  Pink  Satin,  Eloise  Lapham,  two  very  fine 
pinks,  Fragonard  and  Indian  Chief  and  Mount 
Royal  which  did  not  bloom  for  me  last  year. 
Hypnos  from  Mr.  Connell,  Lochinvar,  a  lovely  blue 
I  saw  in  Mrs.  Kellogg’s  garden  last  June,  Mor¬ 
rison’s  “Oread,”  Piper’s  “Purple  Glory,”  Prin- 
temps  and  Prairie  King  from  Mrs.  Nesmith,  Ser¬ 
enade,  (Hall),  Van  Cleve,  (Van  Name)  and 
“Wambliska,”  the  sensational  new  big  white  iris 
from  Mr.  Jacob  Sass. 

I  will  have  a  few  hundred  seedling  irises 
bloom  for  the  first  time  this  year,  which  should 
include  a  few  from  crosses  of  various  fine  yellows 
with  “Wm.  R.  Dykes.” 

The  best  blue-purple  iris  in  my  garden  last 
year  was  “EUPHEMIA.”  Almost  identical  with 
Pioneer,  it  is  a  little  smaller  flower  but  three  times 
as  free  a  bloomer,  and  does  not  wilt  under  the 
hottest  sun.  I  had  one  bed  of  12  plants  in  bloom 
last  year  that  was  a  feast  for  the  eye.  And,  if  you 
like  yellow  irises,  don’t  fail  to  order  a  plant  of 
CORONATION.  It  can’t  be  beat  or  even  approach¬ 
ed  for  the  price. 
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Everyone  has  their  favorites.  Here  are  some 
of  mine  that  I  can  heartily  recommend  in  every 
way.  Blue  Velvet,  Bruno,  Dalila,  Churchmouse, 
Citronella,  Cygnet,  Conchobar,  Dolly  Madison,  E.
